They asked the county board 
of supervisors to “join the Pt.

The board, after a long hear­ 
ing, passed 4-1 a motion by 
West Marin Supervisor James 
Marshall to “support the dairy­ 
m en” in their opposition to the 
park. Supervisor Vera Schultz 
dissented. 
However, it later appeared 
that the board had not consid­ 
ered yesterday’s hearing as a 
full-scale public hearing. Chair­ 
man W alter R. Castro said he 
had told advocates of the park 
plan they could have their in­ 
ning later. So there was doubt 
as to the board’s final stand. 
Mrs. Schultz sought unsuc­ 
cessfully to refer the m atter to 
the county planning commis­ 
sion. She contended the board 
was not in possession of “the 
full facts.”

An “austerity” program has 
been adopted at San Rafael 
General Hospital, Administra­ 
tor John K. Taylor reported to­ 
day. 
The hospital has been forced 
to reduce the time of a dozen 
employees and lay off one full­ 
time and three part-time em ­ 
ployees, Taylor said. 
In addition, he said, mem ­ 
bers of the nursing staff are 
taking additional time off with­ 
out pay on their own initiative. 
The hospital, which observ­ 
ed its 53rd anniversaiV with an 
open house yesterday, showed 
a net loss of $2,737 for the first 
seven months of the year, said 
Taylor. Through May, the hos- 


pital showed a surplus; but in 
June, it had a lews of $8,764, 
and in July, a loss of $872. 
Taylor said the decline in 
occupancy “ is worse th^n the 
usual sum m er slump.” June oc­ 
cupancy was only 50 per cent 
of the beds, the lowest in six 
years. Highest occupancy this 
year was 79 per cent in March. 
One day last week, only 19 
of the hospital’s 65 beds were 
occupied, he said. 
Further remodeling has been 
suspended 
temporarily 
be­ 
cause of the financial straits 
of the institution, which since 
Jan. 1 has been operated by a 
non-profit 
foundation 
w i t h 
Taylor as administrator.

The only non­ 
males in court were those that 
flashed briefly over the screen.

Weissich 
introduced 
three 
rolls of films and photographs 
which San Rafael Police Inspec­ 
tor Nick Giampoli said he con­ 
fiscated from Kistler’s B street 
newsstand last Jan. 20. 
Kistler’s attorneys, Carl Sha­ 
piro of Fairfax and Albert M. 
Bendich 
from the American 
Civil Liberties Union in San 
Francisco, protested the intro­ 
duction of the films and photo­ 
graphs. 
They contended the 
items were seized illegally with­ 
out a search warrant, and that 
Kistler never had them on ex­ 
hibit or for sale.

Garety testified that Kistler, 
after his arrest, said the films 
were for his own personal use.

Quickly following up Hoffa’s 
action, the rackets committee

Pierre Salinger, a committee 
investigator, to report on its 
survey of the last Teamsters 
convention. 
Salinger testified that the 
committee can show that 56.2 
per cent of Hoffa’s vote was 
illegal under the terms of the 
union’s own constitution. 
The investigator said that 
the com m ittee’s charge was 
based in part on questionnaires 
sent to all of the more than 
1.000 Team ster locals.

ALEXANDRIA. 
Va.

Federal Judge Albert V. Bryan 
today directed the Arlington 
County School Board to admit 
four Negro pupils to all-white 
schools at the beginning of the 
next semester in January.

Doomed Slayer May 


Be Released Monday 


Rayna Tom Carmen, eight 
years a Death Row resident, 
may taste freedom Monday un­ 
less the State of California ob­ 
tains a stay from the U.S. Cir­ 
cuit Court of Appeals by that 
time. 
Warden F. R. Dickson of San 
Quentin said today Carmen, 46- 
year-old Mono Indian, is being 
held until Monday under a 
temporary stay of the order for 
his release which was issued 
last Friday by Judge Louis E. 
Goodman of U.S. District Court 
in San Francisco. But the stay 
expires Monday. 
“If we don’t get new orders 
by then, we will contact the 
state attorney general, who is 
our legal adviser, and act ac­ 
cordingly. As it stands now, 
Carmen would be eligible for 
release Monday,” said Warden 
Dickson. 
The tangle results from the 
fact that Carmen, an Indian, 
killed another Indian in 1950 


on territory in Madera County 
that the United States regards 
as “Indian country.” Carmen 
was tried and convicted in Ma­ 
dera County Superior Court, 
and sentenced to death. 
His execution date was twice 
postponed while his attorneys 
battled up to the Supreme 
Court against the conviction in 
a state court. They contend 
that only the federal govern­ 
ment has jurisdiction. Judge 
Goodman agreed. 
If Carmen is released from 
prison, it will probably be into 
the waiting handcuffs of a U.S. 
marshal—for re-trial in a fed­ 
eral court. 


Marin's Hot 
Spell Eases 


September’s hot spell eased 
a bit today as a high of 81 de­ 
grees was predicted for San 
Rafael, compared with the up­ 
per 90s marks of the last two 
days. 
Noon reading in San Rafael 
was 73 degrees, nine points be­ 
low yesterday’s noon tempera­ 
ture. 
San Rafael and Woodacre 
were the hot spots of Marin 
County yesterday with 97 de­ 
grees in both places. In San 
Rafael the high reading was 
taken at the Marin County Sav­ 
ings and Loan Assn. on Fourth 
street.

TAIPEI, Formosa (Æ) — The 
Chinese Nationalists succeeded 
today in delivering two more 
shiploads of supplies to the

Islands 
through a hail of Communist 
fire. 
The Nationalist Defense Min­ 
istry said two landing ships un­ 
loaded all their cargo without 
suffering damage. 
The ships were e s c o r t e d 
across Formosa Strait by Na­ 
tionalist warships and by ves­ 
sels of the U.S. 7th Fleet, which 
remained outside the three- 
mile limit as usual. 
The American aircraft car­ 
rier Essex arrived in For­ 
mosan waters after steaming 
a quarter of the wav around 
the world from the 6th Fleet 
off Lebanon. 
The Essex is slated to re­ 
place one of the four carriers 
already in the 7th Fleet. 
Red shelling went into its 
26th day and apparently is 
aimed now at knocking out 


Quemoy's artillery, which has 
been trying to silence Red guns 
on the mainland.

Communist shells 
that hit overnight were mostly 
of deeper penetration quality 
than the anti-personnel (frag­ 
mentation) shells used earlier.

Public Tries To Help Schools Plan Program 
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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Whai Are You Doing To 
Make Our Country Strong 


Just 171 years ago today the Consti­ 
tution of the United States was signed 
in Philadelphia. It was not until four 
years later that the Bill of Rights de­ 
tailed exactly what rights were meant to 
be inviolate under the Constitution. 
An amazing thing is that the Consti­ 
tution had no Bill of Responsibilities 
added to it. Our Founding Fathers un­ 
doubtedly recognized that rights must 
automatically result in responsibilities. 
Perhaps this is why it is not so amaz­ 
ing after all. Our Founding Fathers ac­ 
cepted responsibilities as a part of their 
rights. They had accepted the responsi­ 
bility of fighting a war to affirm these 
rights. They were accepting the respon­ 
sibility of setting up a government to 
operate a new nation composed of 13 in­ 
dividual and separate agencies. 
Having accepted these responsibili­ 
ties. they wanted to make sure that their 
rights, and the rights of all others in the 
new nation, were protected— hence, the 
Bill of Rights. 
But now, 171 years later, we often 
seem intent on insisting on the rights 
and ignoring the responsibilities. 
We 
complain about our government — yet 
we fail to take an active part in making 
it better. We demand services from our 
government; but we object strenuously 


when asked to pay for these services. 
Today has been designated as Citizen­ 
ship Day. The week starting today is set 
aside as Constitution Week. 
This is a time to examine yourself. 
Have you ever tried to analyze what you, 
yourself, mean when you say you want 
“freedom” ? 
Are the privileges and 
rights which this freedom guarantees 
you actually yours alone, or do they be­ 
long to many people0 In exercising your 
“freedom” are you limiting that of other 
people? 
And what about the responsibilities 
which go with your rights? You have a 
right to drive your car where you wish, 
but do you do it safely? You have a 
right for a good education for your chil­ 
dren. but what have you done to see that 
it is good0 You have a right to say what 
you think about any topic, but have you 
gotten the facts and formed a real opin­ 
ion before you start shooting off? 
Our Constitution laid the foundation 
for the greatest nation the world has 
ever known. But a foundation can't hold 
up a shaky structure built up of disin­ 
terest. lack of understanding or irre­ 
sponsibility. Each of us is a part of that 
structure. And each of us should do his 
share to make the whole just as sturdy 
and lasting as the foundation itself.

MORE THAN WEAPONS NEEDED 
Those who believe that the survival of our 
country depends on having "the biggest 
bang, the best weapon system or a lot of 
Money” were Feminded by Admiral Arleigh 
Burke recently that much more than that 
is needed. 
The Chief of Naval Operations, speaking 
at, the Annapolis graduation, told midship­ 
men: 
"Without sound moral and spiritual values, 
firmly rooted in the character of our people, 
our instruments become merely weapons of 
suicide . . . We achieve nothing if we seek 
only material power.” 
Burke upheld the need for powerful wea­

Who's Best To’ Set 
Education Policy? 
EDITOR. 
Independent-Journal: 
Your two editorials on edu­ 
cational 
policies 
in 
public 
schools are pertinent to the 
educational problem and hit 
directly at the basic issue as I 
have observed it. However, I 
don’t agree that the school 
boards or the parents have ab­ 
dicated their right to set pol­ 
icy; it has been usurped by 
the professionals. 
During my several years on 
the Kentfield »School Board 
we spent more time discuss­ 
ing policy matters of curricu­ 
lum 
and 
teaching 
methods 
than any other subject. We, of 
course, had our share of ex­ 
pansion problems, teacher sal­ 
ary schedules, etc., but these 
are chores for the board and 
they don’t give much satis­ 
faction. 
The major responsibility of 
the board lies in the field of 


policy decision on purely edu­ 
cational matters. It is not that 
the trustees leave this re­ 
sponsibility to the profession­ 
als, but rather that the trus­ 
tees are overwhelmed by the 
professional complex. During 
my years on the Kentfield 
board, the trustees were in 
close harmony as to what the 
policy should be; the profes­ 
sional administrators appear­ 
ed to understand what the 
trustees wanted, but the pro­ 
fessionals 
successfully went 
their own way. 


This is a great frustration 
for the trustee. A policy is de­ 
termined and agreed upon by 
the board, but that is where 
it ends. Apparently, the pro­ 
fessional finds himself on the 
horns of a dilemma. He has 
a loyalty to the principles 
taught to him in the educa­ 
tional schools of our universi­ 
ties and he feels also the loy­ 
alty to his board and his com­ 
munity. 
The 
views 
of 
the 
board often conflict with the 


principles drum m ed into the 
professional and this brings 
a b o u t 
the 
stalemate. 
It 
amounts to insubordination, 
but firing is no solution when 
there is a teacher shortage. 
The one hope I see is the 
fact that there still are inde­ 
pendent 
teachers 
that 
is, 
teachers that think for them ­ 
selves. These teachers have 
learned to use the teaching 
techniques best for them and 
it has been my observation 
these teachers are the ones 
closest to board policy and 
the ones who most respect the 
desire of the particular com­ 
munity to achieve a specific 
result for themselves rather 
than education by formula. 
These independent teachers 
—God bless them — are our 
best hope that the profession­ 
al administrator will not com­ 
pletely dominate educational 
policy in our public schools. 
I have respect for the admin­ 
istrators and the many prob-

To Curriculum 


EDITOR.

You are aftempting to do 
something very valuable with 
your editorials, such as the 
ones in the Sept. 10 and 11 
Independent-Journal. 
I’d like to give you ex­ 
amples from my own experi­ 
ence of how the Board of 
Trustees, P-TA members and 
other citizens have participat­ 
ed in curriculum studies in 
the 
Tamalpais 
Union 
High 
School District. 
Each month, at the request 
of the Board of Trustees, the 
head of a departm ent of in­ 
struction makes a presenta­ 
tion 
to 
the 
board 
on 
the 
courses of study in that de­ 
partm ent, their aims and de­ 
gree of accomplishment. An 
extra meeting each month is 
held for this purpose, and has 
been since 1956. 
At 
P-TA 
meetings 
there 
have 
been 
several 
similar 
presentations on the instruc­ 
tional 
program, 
and 
P-TA 
members have always been 
an important part of the Dis­ 
trict Curriculum Committee 
ever since its start in 1952-53. 
In addition to the curricu­ 
lum study groups with which 
I 
happen to 
have w’orked, 
there have been similar things 
going on in other communi­ 
ties. The San Rafael District 
has a classic illustration w’hen 
they called together a group 
of research men, doctors, col­ 
lege professors and scientists, 
who live in San Rafael, for a 
conference prior to the con­ 
struction of the high school's 
new science building. They 
not only he*lped to plan the 
building, but did a good deal 
in determ ining what the sci­ 
ence program should be. 
There is right now an active 
group of about 30 parents 
studying 
and 
developing 
a 
junior high school curriculum 
ifor the Santa Venetia School 
(they first met last Spring, 
met through the summer, and 
their next meeting is Sept. 
27). 
Perhaps if you can tell, in 
a subsequent editorial, about 
these successful participations 
of trustees and P-TA members 
and citizens it can help stimu­ 
late other areas into action. 
I do want to add another 
point, however. On the tech­ 
nical 
question 
of 
how the 
teaching should be done, I 
feel that when we hire people 
to do this we should make it 
clear what we want and then 
give them freedom to do it. I 
feel it is one of our responsi­ 
bilities to work with them, 
and to understand what they 
are trying to do as they work 
to achieve our objectives. 
If you, through your edi­ 
torials, can stimulate the peo­ 
ple of Marin County, parents 
and trustees, to make it clear 
to the professional educators 
what our purposes truly are, 
then I think the educators will 
find new ways to use parent 
participation. It would be a 
fine editorial job to share 
around the county the ways 
some areas have tried it.

steel worker sucked into a di­ 
version tunnel escaped death 
last night when he floated out 
safely after clinging to a rock 
for nearly eight hours in waist- 
deep water. 
Charles R. McGhee, 46, Port­ 
land, Ore., was one of two men 
who were swept into the 1,600- 
foot tunnel which carries the 
Lewis River around the Swift 
Dam project. 
The other man, William Earl 
Snodderly, 
31, 
P o r t l a n d , 
drowned. 
McGhee and Snodderly along 
with Henry F. Moser of Bea­ 
verton, Ore., were perched on 
a steel beam being moved by 
a crane when the cable slack­ 
ened suddenly. 
McGhee and Snodderly drop­ 
ped into about six feet of water 
at tbe tunnel entrance and the 
river current pulled them into 
the tunnel. 
Moser saved him­ 
self by clinging to a pulley 
rope. 
McGhee managed to grab 
onto a rock about 400 feet into 
the tunnel. Although wearing 
a life jacket, he clung desper­ 
ately to the rock for nearly 
eight hours for fear of being 
battered into unconsciousness 
in the rocky tunnel. 
Eventually, he could hang 
on no longer and slipped into 
the river. 
McGhee was picked up by 
members of a rescue team 
after he appeared at the other 
enr- of the tunnel. 
He was 
taken to Vancouver, Wash., 
Memorial Hospital where* his

“ satisfactory.”

'Neighbors Criticize 
Wife,' 


Writes Father Of Six-Year-Old 


“My neighbors criticize my 
wife,” a father writes, “because 
she gives our boy so much free­ 
dom. Our son is 6. He goes to 
school alone. The other moth­ 
ers take their boys in cars. On 
Saturdays our son goes to a rec­ 
reational area a mile away from 
home. The other boys aren’t al­ 
lowed off the block. 
There 
never has been any trouble. Is 
my wife too liberal?” 
It is hard to face neighbors’ 
criticisms, isn't it? Yet your 
wife probably is right in giving 
your boy so much freedom. The 
rule is to give each child as 
much leeway as he can handle 
safely. No two youngsters are 
alike. 
Your son has shown he can 
take care of hunself. 
He is 
growing up rather rapidly. The 
other boys may be less respon­ 
sible. Somewhere around the 
age of 3 they start becoming’ 
independent. We have to guide 
them. We must restrict them. 
We need to teach them what is 
right and what is wrong. Grad­ 


ually we should relax our con­ 
trol. 
When they are 
grown up 
enough to go to the store alone, 
we should let them. 
Or 
to 
school, or to a Cub den meet­ 
ing. Once they understand that 
their freedom will expand as 
fast as.they prove their respon­ 
sibility, they grow quickly. 
One problem always is with 
us. 
'Subconsciously we enjov 
having them depend on us. It 
hurts a little 
when 
they get 
along without us. 
We 
must 
guard against being too pro­ 
tective. 
You have a fine boy. Thank 
you for writing.

A unique pilgrimage tracing 
several “firsts” in Protestant 
church history in North Ameri­ 
ca, and more particularly in 
Marin County, was led for the 
ninth 
consecutive 
year last 
weekend by Dr. 
Clifford M. 
Drury, professor of church his­ 
tory at San Francisco Theologi­ 
cal Seminary in San Anselmo. 
Approximately 
150 
students 
and their families traveled the 
72-mile route. 
The first stop after leaving 
the seminary was Samuel B. 
Taylor State Park. Dr. Drury 
linked the history of the park 
with that of the Presbyterian 
school when he told the future 
ministers that Taylor, a wid­ 
ower, had married the widow of 
Alexander Montgomery, a San 
Francisco financier, who In 
1890 gave the 
San 
Anselmo 
school $250.000. This sum was 
used to build two of the origi­ 
nal buildings still in use: Mont­ 
gomery Hall, the men’s dormi­ 
tory, and Montgomery Chapel, 
the vine-covered landmark on 
Bolinas avenue in San Anselmo. 
Mrs. Taylor later gave the land 
now 
known as Taylor State 
park in memory of her second 
husband. 
Dr. Drury also told that the 
redwood trees of Taylor Park 
received their botanical name, 
sequoia sempervirens, in honor 
of an early Christian Cherokee 
Indian, Sequoia, who assem­ 
bled the first Cherokee Bible in 
syllable form for his people. An 
early edition of 
this Bible, 
printed in 1860, is owned by Dr. 
Drury. 
WHERE TREES WALKED 
After another stop near Ole- 
ma at the San Andreas fault 
line, where Drury pointed out 
the trees that “walked” across 
the road at the time of the 1906 
San Francisco earthquake, the 
pilgrimage made its way to its 
real destination—Drake's Bay. 
Here Dr. Drury gathered the 
seminarians, some of whom 
were getting their first glimpse 
of the Pacific Ocean, around 
the massive stone commemor­ 
ating Sir Francis Drake’s land­ 
ing. 
Drury told how Drake and 
his men camped for 36 days 
while they cleaned and scraped 
barnacles from the hull of the 
Golden Hind, and how in an­ 
swer to a great deal of contro­ 
versy as to the exact place of 
landing, a group 
called 
the 
Drake 
Navigators 
Guild, 
of 
whom Fleet Adm. Chester W. 
Nimitz is a member, had an­ 
nounced in 1956 the pinpoint­ 
ing of the exact spot where this 
“careenage” was made.

led the service. Probably this 
was the first place, too, in our 
country where the ‘Bishop's Bi­ 
ble,’ the 
first 
English Bible, 
was used in worship.” 


The afternoon’s pilgrimage 
was brought to a close by a 
vesper service believed to be 
the same as that used by Chap­ 
lain Fletcher in June of 1579.

The measures cover a wide 
range of subjects, from blue 
laws to the explosive “right- 
to-work” proposal. Here is 
the first of a series of ar­ 
ticles dealing with proposi­ 
tions.)

SACRAMENTO UP) — Bonds, 
bonds, bonds and more bonds. 
That’s what Californians will 
find at the top of the November 
ballot—four proposed bond is­ 
sues totaling 780 million dol­ 
lars. All were submitted to the 
•voters by the Legislature. 
Two of the money measures 
have 
no 
formal 
opposition. 
They are Prop. 1, to provide 
300 million dollars for the Cal- 
Vet farm and home loan pro­ 
gram. and Prop. 2, state school 
building aid bonds totaling 220 
million dollars. 
Prop. 3, to furnish 200 mil­ 
lion 
dollars for state 
con­ 
struction, has developed the 
most controversy. 
The fourth bond measure — 
50 million dollars for improve­ 
ments to the Port of San Fran­ 
cisco and 10 million for loans 
to local agencies for small boat 
harbors—has 
proved 
mildly 
controversial. It’s No. 4 on the 
ballot. 
A majority of state officials 
favors all four of t+ie bond pro­ 
posals. 
A fifth measure, Prop. 6. 
would change the means of 
publishing proposed bond is­ 
sue laws for the voters. 
It would substitute newspa­ 
per advertising for a pamphlet 
now issued to registered voters 
which gives the text, analysis 
and pro and con arguments. 
The 
measure 
provides 
that 
bond proposals of $300,000 or 
more be published in at least 
50 of the 58 counties, and in 
each city and county through­ 
out the state for eight weeks 
prior to the election. 
PROS AND CONS 
Senators Luther H. Gibson 
(D-Vallejo) 
and 
Arthur 
H. 
Breed 
Jr. 
(R-Oakland), who 
wrote the official argument for 
Prop. 6, contend it would help 
keep Californians “the best-in­ 
formed electorate in the coun­ 
try.” 
Sen. Nelson S. Dilworth (R- 
Hemet), opposing the measure, 
says the bond issues get plenty 
of publicity, since they’re ar­ 
gued in the Legislature before 


going to the ballot. 
“All 
these 
advertisements 
will be very costly to publish 
and everybody knows about the 
ballot measures anyhow,” Dil­ 
worth says. 


WHAT THEY PROVIDE 
Here’s a run-down on Nov. 4 
proposals: 
Prop. 1—The veterans’ farm 
and home loan program, virtu­ 
ally unopposed. J. Marvin Rus­ 
sell. state director of veterans 
affairs, says the self-liquidating 
bonds would finance 24.000 
loans. 
Prop. 2—The state school 
building aid bonds, continuing 
a program started in 1949 and 
approved by the voters four 
times, unopposed. The state- 
administered program makes 
loans to local school districts 
which have 
exhausted 
their 
owm funds for construction. 
Prop. 3—The state construc­ 
tion bonds, to be used for state 
colleges, the University of Cali­ 
fornia, mental 
hospitals and 
prisons. 
T. H. Mugford, state finance 
director, says “an excessively 
high tax boost” is the alterna­ 
tive to Prop. 3. 


CURTAILING SERVICES 
In addition to the tax boost, 
Mugford says state services will 
have to be curtailed 
if 
the 
money is not made available. 
It is part of a five-year, 500- 
million-dollar 
state 
building 
program. 
Opposing No. 3. Assembly­ 
man S. C. Masterson (D-El So­ 
brante) argues that a 1956 con­ 
struction bond issue, also 200 
million 
dollars, was to have 
been the/ last. 
He maintains that it’s more 
costly for the taxpayers in the 
long run to run the state on 
borrowed money and says: 
“It is time to put the State 
of California back on a ‘pay-as- 
you-go’ basis.” 
Prop. 4—For improvements 
to the state-owned Port of San 
Francisco (50 millidh dollars) 
and 
loans to cities, 
counties 
and districts (10 million dol­ 
lars) for small craft harbor de­ 
velopment. 
Proponents say the 
bonds 
won’t cost the taxpayers any­ 
thing and will improve facili­ 
ties for all types of vessels, 
from outboard motor boats to 
ocean liners. 
Foes insist the small craft 
harbor work should be a local 
tax problem. 
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
